George C. W atson, Repub­ 
lican, Capac, said he felt the prob­ 
lem of segregating 
sex 
deviates 
should be divorced from the crim ­ 
inal code. Dr. Joseph E. Barrett, 
state hospital director, concurred. 
Too Many Ixvopholo* 
“ We need some other facility to 
give dangerous sex deviates the 
proper psychiatric tre a tm en t,'’ he 
asserted, adding th at 
“ we 
have 
enough problems in the state hos­ 
pitals taking care of the insane.” 
Dr. Perry C. Robertson, super­ 
intendent of the Ionia state hos­ 
pital, said the present laws, even 
should they be held constitution­ 
al in a suprem e court test, "have 
too many loopholes.”

Vandenberg Opposes 
Pension Tax Increase 


W ashington, Dec. 15 (ZP)—-A de 
niand th a t congress cancel sched­ 
uled increases in old age pension 
taxes was m ade today by Senator 
V andenberg (R-Mich). 
The increases, he argued, would 
needlessly t a k e 140.000,000,000 
“o u t of A m erica’s pay envelope be­ 
tween now and 1980.” 
(U nder the social security law, 
the tax is one per cent on em ­ 
ployers' payrolls and one per cent 
on em ployes’ wages. The law calls 
for an increase of one-half per 
cent in each tax on 1940, and sim­ 
ilar increases every three years 
until the tax reaches three per

REPUBLICAN CHIEFS 
LETTER CALLED 
‘AMAZING’ 


Lansing, Dec. 15 (ZP)—Governor 
Murphy defended the state’s civil 
service system today from charges 
of James F. Thomson, Republican 
state central com m ittee chairman. 
that the net which created it w as 
“partisan” and “ New Deal.” 
“The civil service system repre­ 
sents the hopes and hard work of 
friends of good 
governm ent 
in 
Michigan for years back,” the gov­ 
ernor said in his daily press con­ 
ference. 
“ I trust it will he ap­ 
praised in that light when any at­ 
tack upon it is considered.” 
P atronage Kohls Expecter! 
Murphy described as “amazing” 
T hom son’s letter to county Repub­ 
lican chairm an demanding that ac­ 
tive Democrats ho ousted from ad­ 
m inistrative posts without regard 
for the present civil service law. 
Such a step, the 
governor 
de­ 
clared, would be both a shock to 
public opinion and “ a real step 
backw ard” in state government. 
Murphy 
expressed 
confidence 
th a t his successor, Governor-elect 
F rank D. Fitzgerald, would con­ 
tinue to defend the civil service 
system 
against 
patronage 
raids 
after Janu ary I. He observed that 
he himself had 
defied 
critcism 
from persons “within 
my 
own 
party ranks who believed thnt de­ 
serving Democrats were not being 
cared for.” 
Thom son’s 
letter 
to 
county 
chairm en said: 
“ The question of em ploym ent in 
state departm ents, I know, is be­ 
ing often called to your attention 
by people who gave such valiant 
service in the last election. 
"Explanation of Policy” 
“The first duty of th e incoming 
Republican state adm inistration. I 
believe you will agree with me, 
should be to substantially reduce 
the present num ber of state em­ 
ployee. 
Any 
movement 
beyond 
this in the m atter of personnel, 
due to the present partisan. New 
Deal civil service act, will he en­ 
tirely up to the members of the 
incoming legislature. 
“ I believe we have among our 
Republican members the highest 
caliber legislature th a t has repre­ 
sented the state in the past ten 
years.

PAN-AMERiCAN 
PACTBLOCKED 


Defense Against Outside 
Agression Abandoned; 
Argentina Opposed

Lima. Peru, Dec. 15 t(/p)— The 
United States abandoned hope of 
reaching an inter-American pact 
against outside aggression today 
and put before the Pan-American 
conference a project to unify all 
existing peace agreements among 
the 21 American republics. 
The proposal 
would 
create a 
kind of Pan-American peace con­ 
stitution and embraced in 23 ex­ 
haustive articles of one 12-page 
docum ent all the accords, resolu­ 
tions and declarations of previous 
Pan-Am erican 
conferences 
on 
peace, conciliation and arbitration. 
The abandonm ent of hope of 
reaching an accord for continental 
defense was due to A rgentina’s in­ 
sistence she did not w ant a pact 
hut would agree to a resolution 
or statem ent of American unity. 
Behind-the-scenes 
discussions 
indicated that Argentina not yet 
was convinced the United States 
good neighbor policy would bo 
perm anent. 
Argentina, according to A rgen­ 
tines, w ants a resolution worded 
to provide for defense against a g ­ 
gression from any direction. 
That wording ostensibly would 
protect Latin America from possi­ 
ble aggression from the United 
States as well as from other con­ 
tinents.

He organized 50 in­ 
dustrial and financial leaders into 
a business advisory council which 
supplied the president with con­ 
fidential reports of business’s a tti­

With Bentonite Clay 
In Texas 


' College Station, T e x a s —- Texas 
mudslingers rented from their la­ 
bors today, content they have pro­ 
duced a boon to the press. 
Researchers of the Texas Forest 
Service, dubbed by their colleagues 
‘‘mudslingers'' because they have 
been working with ‘ Bentonite.” a 
Wyoming 
clay 
having 
peculiar 
physical properties, declare they 
have found an Improved method 
of using the clay to remove ink 
from old newspapers so that the 
pulp can be used again They esti­ 
mate that a ton of pulp can be re­ 
covered from about 2.500 pounds 
of newspapers, ac that in Chicago 
alone the dally saving could be 
equivalent to about 300 cords of 
wood. 
Translated into woodland. 
this represent* the cut on th o u­ 
sands 
of 
acres of 100-year-old 
spruce forests in the course of a 
year. 
The process closely resembles 
previous developments 
made 
at 
the Forest Products Laboratory. 
Madison. Wls. 
The varnish of the 
ink is cut by heating old news­ 
papers with a caustic solution at 
a temperature low enough so that 
the paper stock is not discolored, 
adding alkali Bentonite to peptize 
the carbon black, 
and 
washing 
with water so that the carbon is 
washed through and the pulp re­ 
tained on screen* 
According 
to researchers, the 
alkali Bentonite in water acts as 
a negative colloid absorbing the 
positively charged lampblack. The 
attraction of Bentonite for carbon 
must be stronger than that of the 
paper fibers, for the carbon is held 
dispersed in suspension and passes 
through the screens on washing. 
A survey of the wastepaper field 
shows a collection of about 2.500 
tons 
could 
be 
expected 
dally 
throughout the country as against 
about 7.000 tons of newsprint dis­ 
persed. 
It is believed that recla­ 
mation plants situated near large 
cities 
would

freight charges caused by deple­ 
tion of forests nearby.

Townsend National 
Recovery Program 


Officers of the Townsend Club 
of Escanaba have submitted the 
follow ing questions and answers 
concerning the Townsend Nation­ 
al Recovery plan for publication 
in the Press. 
The material was 
copied from the Townsend Nat­ 
ional W eekly. 
It, reads as follows: 
1. Q. What 
is 
the Townsend 
National Recovery Plan? 
A. It is a program of national 
scope to provide security for the 
aged. Jobs for the unemployed, 
and home markets for the prod­ 
ucts of American industry. 
2. Q How will the plan accom­ 
plish these objectives? 
A. (a) It will provide security 
to those over the age of sixty by 
supplying 
them 
with 
liberal 
monthly annuities, 
(b) 
The re­ 
tirem ent from gainful occupation 
of these m illions of older work­ 
ers will make their Jobs available 
for 
the 
unemployed, 
(c) 
The 
spending by this retired class, to­ 
gether 
with 
the new earnings 
m»de available to the unemploy­ 
ed, will create buying power am­ 
ple 
to 
absorb the products of 
American Industry. 
3. Q. What amount of month­ 
ly 
annuity 
does the Townsend 
Plan propose? 
A. The 
ultim ate 
aim of the 
Townsend Plan is to give each re­ 
tired annuitant an income suffi­ 
cient to enable him to live accord­ 
ing 
to 
the accepted “American 
Standard of Living.” which has 
been estim ated at $2400 per year. 
But at the start, each annuitant 
will receive an amount based on 
a percentage of the volume of the 
N ation’s business being done at 
the time the Plan is put into oper­ 
ation. 
4. Q. How will these annuities 
be financed? 
A. The annuities will be financ­ 
ed by means of a 2 per cent tax on 1 
all transactions by firms and in- j 
dividuals using the markets to 
sell their goods and services; this 
tax to be collected each month b y 1 
Secretary of the Treasury. 
5. Q. Has any precendent been I 
established to indicate that this 
tax will yield sufficient money to 
under the plan? 
A. Yes; a sim ilar tax has been 
in operation lu the Territory of 
Hawaii since 1936. and the reve­ 
nue derived therefrom exceeded 
all estim ates by 25.06 per cent. 
Substantiating 
the 
foregoing 
statem ent, the follow ing is an ex­ 
cerpt from a letter dated Novem ­ 
ber 7, 1938, to Dr. Townsend from 
W illiam Borthwick, Tax Commis­ 
sioner of the Territory of Hawaii: 
“However, the Gross Income or 
'Transactions’ Tax as you choose 
to call it, properly applied on all 
forms of business, would bring in 
a much greater sum than we had 
anticipated. 
Wo 
estim ated the 
first biennium at $5,108,000 and 
we collected $6,333,000, this aft­ 
er we had restored the IO per 
cent cut that had been made in 
all Territorial salaries and had 
also provided for an autom atic in­ 
crease in salaries due to length of 
service, and wiped out a deficit of 
$947,000. 
We were also able to 
present the incoming Legislature 
a surplus of $1,315,000.” 
6. Q. How will the money rais­ 
ed 
by 
this tax be distributed 
am ong the annuitants? 
A. Each annuitant will receive 
his prorata share of the proceeds 
of the two per cent transactions 
tax. 
7. Q. W ould the proceeds of a 
two per cent tax on present busi­ 
ness volum e yield enough to pay 
the maximum annuity proposed 
under the Plan? 
A. No, not at present low bus!-

a w a itin g th e arriv al of th e day. F u rth e r, 
they have a r r a n g e d so that th e ir less for­ 
t u n a te neighbors, and 
p articula rly 
the 
children of tho poor, nre not forgotten. 
This is a ch a n g e that testifies to civili­ 
za tion’s progress, 
n o tw ith s ta n d i n g 
that 
there are w a r s and ru m o rs of w ars and 
in many w ays m a n ’s in h u m a n ity to 
man 
continues to find expression. It is a fine

E u ro p e today. What m a n n e r of man is he? 
He is a com bin atio n of a quiet, artistic i n ­ 
dividual and a curio usly impelled 
half- 
genius who believes that he has been c h o s ­ 
en as a sort of im personal in s t ru m e n t to 
rehabilita te th e G erm a n people. To begin 
with Ii*' is a man of u n u s u a l sensitivity 
and, probably, that is the reason that he 
has been able to t r a n s m i t th ro u g h h im ­ 
self. as th ro u g h some 
im personal, 
one 
m ig h t almost say in a n im a te m e dium , the 
o therw ise in a rticu la te aspiration* of

G ermans. 
Tile much-exploited idea that H itle r is 
or was a house p a i n te r is merely Jo u r n a l­ 
ese rhetoric.

He was a soldier 
iii the World W a r not from cholo*' but be­ 
cause ii*' bad to be. H e never rose above 
th e ran k of corporal. On the o th e r side of 
th e picture he is. for t h e 
purposes 
of 
carrying out his ideal of im posin g G erm an 
le adership on th e world, utterly 
u n s c r u ­ 
pulous. He is ready to use and does 
us*) 
every tool t h a t com es to his hand. He 
a p ­ 
peals to th e chivalry of youth, to old, half- 
forgotten patriotisms, to artistic im pulses 
and also he em plo ys th e deepest 
bla ck­ 
guardism and meth od* of oppression which 
th** Occident had th o u g h t outm oded. 
— ALL FOR GERMANY— 
He is a fanatic an d yet a careful trader. 
Him self celibate, a total a bstainer, a vege­ 
tarian, an apostle of physical fitness, 
of 
co nstant activity, ask in g only about four 
hours sleep in tw e n ty -fo u r for himself, yet 
ii** is capable of a fiendish ruthlessness lf 
his ends seem to him to d e m a n d it. 
He 
com bines the gen tler traits of th e 
south 
west of old G erm a n y w ith the f rig h tfu l­ 
ness of Prussia. T h a t he in te n d s to press 
fo rw a rd in world affairs to gain 
every 
possible a d v a n ta g e for th e G e rm a n peo­ 
ple is not to be doubted. 
It is im probable that Joseph Vissarion- 
ovitch Stalin could have risen to pow er in 
any o th e r country t h a n Russia. T he R u s ­ 
sians are steeeped in a half-Oriental m y s ­ 
ticism and, w h e th e r consciously 
or 
u n ­ 
consciously. Stalin has followed a course 
which has met a desire for this quality. 
T h e r e is nothing d ynam ic about his p e r ­ 
sonality. Those who have ta lk e d w ith him 
say he is heavy and dull. T h e few tilings 
lie has w ritte n are trite and far from in­ 
spired. H e is no o rator. He occupied a 
sm all post in the C o m m u n ist organization 
and Lenin was just a b o u t to dismiss him 
as of no use when he died.

No one kno w s

Measles Is Not 
Always A Minor 
Disease-Brenner 


BV DR. E. J. BRENNER 
Measles is no longer regarded 
by the medical practitioner or the 
Intelligent layman as one of the 
m inor diseases of childhood from 
which, the victim always and com­ 
pletely recovers. 
T here Is good 
reason to believe th a t disease of 
the vital organs, particularly of 
the heart and kidneys, appearing 
later in life, can often be traced 
to the illness of Infancy. Broncho­ 
pneum onia 
and 
middle-ear dis­ 
ease may follow directly after a 
case of measles. 
Till recently, however, it seem­ 
ed virtually impossible to im m u­ 
nize against measles. 
Nor. lack­ 
ing a more highly purified and 
concentrated product than is now 
available, can absolute assurance 
be offered. 
Nevertheless, scien­ 
tific investigation has progressed 
sufficiently f i r to promise about 
SO per cent Immunity for as long 
as four weeks. 
In th e presence 
of a measles epidemic, an attem pt 
should be m ade to immunize every 
child under IO years o*d. 
An 
English 
physician 
reports 
th a t in a boys’ school convalescent 
adu lt serum was adm inistered to 
70 out of 85 who cam e down with 
an attack of measles. 
In 
some 
cases, the serum was given before 
tho first symptoms of the disease 
appeared and in these the ;%,'>rage 
period of fever was limited to 5.2 
days. 
Others, receiving the ser­ 
um shortly after the onset, aver­ 
aged 6.5 days of fever. U ntreated 
cases exhibited fever for an aver­ 
age of 8.2 days. 
A W isconsin w orker 
has 
a n ­ 
nounced th a t the serum im muniz­ 
ed 82 per cent of a group which 
had been exposed to measles. 
Most prom ising is a new protein 
substance known as placental ex­ 
tract. 
The period of Immunity 
conferred 
is 
still shorter than 
could be desired but th ere seems 
little doubt of the effectiveness of 
the preparation when adm inister­ 
ed prior to exposure. 
At least 
there is hope th a t measles may ul­ 
tim ately be placed In the catagory 
of smallpox and diptheria— once 
deemed unavoidable, inexplicable 
and to be borne as philosophically 
as possible, but recognized now as 
due to parental neglect, ignorance 
or parsimony. 
Several schools in this county 
are experiencing small epidemics 
of measles which are spreading 
due to lack of cooperation of the 
parents. 
Children in the early 
stages of a cold should be kept 
hom e from school and carefully 
watched for a rash. 
Parents are 
urged to report all cases as soon 
as they are noticed so th a t proper 
protection can be taken to pre­ 
vent fu rth e r spread of the disease.

orites. 
Look at the attachm ent 
cords of such appliances to see if 
the laboratories’ ‘bracelet’ label is 
attached.
